On Wednesday, the 30th November, the above- 
mentioned Princes and Chiefs, with = their 
Attendants, the Principal Native Residents of 
the Acra Division of the North-West Provinces, 
and the Civil and Military Officers of Agra 
and the adjoining Districts were received Lv the 
Vieeroy and Governor General in open Darbar. 

When all were asseinbled the Viceroy and 
Governor General, accompanied by His Execllency 
the Commarder-in-Chicf, entered and took his 
seat under a Royal Salute. 

The Maharaja Sindhia of Gwaltor sat on the 
right hand of tae Viceroy and Governor General 
and the Muhiwraja oe. Jyepeor on Mis Excellency’s 
left hand. 


Suitable khillats were best owed on all the Native | 


Princes, Cisie's and Gentlemen present, and the 
following rewards were given for lovalty to the 
British Government and good services auring the 
rebellion :— 

To the Maharaja Sindhia inerease of Territory 
and exemption for sume of the oblivations imposed 
on the Givalior State by the Treaty of S44. 

In conferring these rewards upon the Maharaja, 
the Viceroy and Governor General addressed His 
Hiehness in the following words——

It was lately ax 
appanage of the King of Delhi, -by whose tresdas 
and rebellion against the British power it has-bee 
forfeited. In udding it to your possessiona, } fea 
certain that I place it for ever in loyal handa.? 

“1 desire to take this opportnnity. of thanking 
your Elighness and the Jyepoor Dutbar forthe 
faithful performance of ite promises, and:-oF i 
wishes of the British Government in atenilily ip 
pressing Suttee within your Territory, ‘aud! Tmt 
jowing no abuee of the right of Sanctuary, byes 
derersand rcbberw.” 
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To the Maharaja of Kerowly a khillut of the 
value of twenty thousand Rupees and remission 
of debts dueto the British Government. 
~ Yhe Viceroy and Governor General in conferring 
theseerewards upon the Maharaja, publicly thanked 
his Highness for the steady and active loyalty he 
evinced throughout the rebellion, especially in 
issuing a Proclamation soon after the first distarb- 
ances broke out, declaring his own intention to 
adhere to the cause of the British Government, 
and calling upon his subjects to support him, in 
sending ‘Troops to azaist in preserving order in 
British Territory, and afterwards in- rendering 
assistance to the Chief of Kotah at a critical 
juncture. | 

To the Maha Rao Raja of Ulwur a khillut of 
the value of twenty thousand Rupees. 

After investiture, the Vieeroy and Governor 
General addressed the Maha Rao Raja in the

General thanked him for the services he had rep- 
dered at the commencement of the rebellioneia 
saviny the lives of Christian subjects of the Queen, 
and for his personal loyalty to the British Ge- 
vernment on all oecasions, but Tie [Excellency 
exhorted the Maharaja to enforee his ordera on 
the Olivers of his Darbar, and vot to allow 

Dholpoor to beeone an asylum for eriminals 
accused of committing heinous erimes in British 
Territory. 

Rewards were also conferred by His Excelleney - 
on the Principal Sirdars and Ministers of the- 
Native States who were most forward in carrying 
out the orders of their several Chiefs for the sup- 
port of the Queen’s Troops, and the maintenance 
of British authority.

Rrsotvution.—The Hon’ble the President in Council is pleased to direct that paragraphs 1 to 9 of 


1 J have received and considered in Council your Despatches in this Depart- 
ment dated the 23rd April last, Nos. 58 and 59, together with the papers which 
accompanied them, on the subject of the claims preferred to Compensation for losses 
of Property and Effects sustained during the recent Mutiny. 

2. In Lord Stanley's Financial Despatch, dated the 2&th October Inst. No. 17, 
noticing a Memorial from certain sufferers by the Mutiny, it was observed that the 
appointment, of a Commnittee of investigation was in itself evidence of an intention 
to entertain elatins to Compengation, so far as might be consistent with the interests 
of the State. Tt is not therefore necessary to discuss the question of granting some 
Compensation to those who have sustained losses, nor are Her Majesty's Government 
disposed to make any distinction between losses sustained by Europeans, whether 
servants of the State or otherwise, and by Natives of India whose attive loyalty 
during the disturbances can be clearly established. 

3. Her Majesty's Government. cannot admit that there is any ground for the 
claims put forward by firms or individnals for losses of profits which, but for the 
Mutiny, might have been realized, or by Tnsurance OMces for loss of Premiums 
through the death of persons whose lives had been assured. 

A. The total amount of claims for Joss during the Indian Mutiny, in support. of 
which, so far as can be ascertained from the papers forwarded by you, prima facie 
evidence has been laid before the Commissioners, is Rs. 2.07.83,214, while farther 
claims rmuunting to Rs. 32,67,783 are doubtful or require the production of further 
evidence. Of the former amount the sum of Rs. 9,25,493 represents the value of 
Plate, Jewellery, &. Theelaims of [Insurance Companies on account of lors of lives 
asaured by them amount to Rs. 4,13,821 independently of the further claims on the 
same account which were forwarded with your letter No, 59. 

5. After full conmderation of the subject, Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion 
that in granting Compensation a distinetion should be made between losses on Build- 
ings, Factories or Crops; and Josses of Cash, Jewela and Articles of personalty. 
They have accordingly determined, that in regard to the former, when the amount of 
the admitted loss shall not execed Rs. 2,000, Compensation to the extent. of one-half 
shall be awarded, and in cases where the admitted loss shall exeeed Rs. 2,000, 
Compensation shall be awarded to the extent of Ra 1,000, and one-third of the sum 
by which the logs shall exceed Rs. 2,000. In regard to Cash, Jewels and Arficles of 
peraonalty, they consider it proper to limit the Compensation to one-third of the 
admitted logs, in no one case granting a larger amount than Rs. 5,000. 

6. It remains to decide in what way the amount required to meet the claims 
bhall be provided, and when and in what form it shall be disbursed. 

7. Her Majeaty’s Government agree with your Lordship that it wonld not, be 
advisable that fines should be imposed on the rebellious Districts for the purpose of 
providing the necessary funds for this object. 

8 In the present condition of the Finances of India, any additional charge upon 
the Revennes ts necessarily most inconvenient, and Her Majesty's Government are 
of opinion that the amount to bo granted must be limited by that consideration. 
They are anxious to meet as promptly as may be practicable the claims of the 
numerous sufferers, and they have therefore decided that the Compensation awarded 
shall be paid out of the General Revenue of the State, and be disbursed im gash in 
India at tho earliest practicable period. 

9. According to the information at present befoge me, and as far as Iam 
able to form an estimate frem the Statements forwarded, the amount which will 
have to be provided as Compensation, under the pri::ciple laid down in this Despatch, 
will nut exceed Rupees 80,00,000; but Her Majestv’s Government desire that it 


rhould be distinctly understood, that whatever may be the amount of losses sub- , 


stantiated, no larger sum than Rnpees 1,00,90,000 can be granted for payment of 
Compensation, and that in the event of this sum boing insufficient to satisfy the 
claima established on the foregoing principles, a pro rafd reduction must be made.

9, When the enquiries of the Compensation Commissioners have been completed, an Abstract 
Statement of the results, showing the amoupt of claim made good in each case, will be forwarded te 
thie Department, when it will be determined, on an inspection of the whole of the Abstract State. 
ments, whether the fall proportion of the claims that may have been established on the principles 
Jaid down in the Despateh of Her Majesty’s Seeretary of State can be paid, or whether a pro ral 
reduction must, be made. 

10. Inquiries into claims will ordinarily be made by the Commissioners themselves, but if in any 
ease it should appear to them to be advisable that a local investigation should be instituted, they will 
he at liberty to canse such loeal investigation to be made through the Collector of the District, o1 
other Officer exercising the functions of a Collector, on the distinct understanding that the results of 
such investigation must be reported to the Compensation Commissioners in time to ‘enable them te 
complete their enquiries within the period mentioned in paragraph 3 of this Resolution. 


ll. The date for the payment of the Compensations which may be determined on will be fixed 
on the receipt of the Abstract Statements above alluded to, and will not, 1t is fully expected, be later 
than two months from the date appointed for the closing of the investigations.

The Talookdars and others present at the 
Durbar were then introduced one by one to His. 


Excellency and offered the usual Nuzzers, which 
were accepted. 


Khilluts, Titles and other rewards in land and 
money were then conferred on those who by good 
service during the rebellion, especially by saving 
the lives of Europeans and rendering assistqnve to 
Her Majesty’s Troops, had deserved well of the 
British Government. 


The following Titles were conferrel by His 
Excellency :— 


On Raja Drig Bijye Singh of Bulrampore and 
Toolseepoor, the title of Maharaja Bahadoor. 


On Raja Man Siagh of Shahgunge and Gondsh, 
the title of Maharajah Bahadoor. 


On Baboo Roostum Sah of Dera and Amahut, 
the title of Rajah Bahadoor. 


On Lala Goureeshunker of Moorawun, the title 
of Rajah Buhadoor. 


On Toola Ram Khyratee, the title of Rai 
Bahadoor. ° 


The usual complimentary Khilluts were then 
distributed to the remaining Talookdars and 
Native Gentlemen attending the Durbar. 


After this all those whose services during the 
rebellion entitled them to reward, but who did 
not form part of the Durbar, were brought in and 
presonted one by one to his Excellency by whom 
their several rewards were then and their con- 
firmed. 


The Viceroy then addressed the assembly in 
the following words :— 


€TarookKpARS oF OupH.—I am glad to find 
myself in your country and amongst you, and to 
have this opportunity of speaking to you in -the 
name of the Queen your Sovereign. 


« A year has not passed away since this Pro- 
vince was the seat of Anarchy and War. The 
conduct of its people had bean such that the 
Government was compelled to lay a heavy hand 
upor it. But peace and order mv now restored 
to every corncr of Oudh, and Iam come to speak 
to you not of the past but of the future. 


* You have, all of you cvho are here: present, 
received yesterday the grants of those Estates 
which the Government has restored to you. 


“Vou will have secn by the terms of those 
grants that the ancient Talookadarce system of 
Oudh is revived and perpetuated. 


“ Be assured that so long as each one of you is a 
loyal and faithful, subject, and a just master, his 
rights and dignity asa Taleckdar will be upheld 
by me, and by every Nepresentative of your 
Queen, and that no’man ¢:.Ji divturl them. 

“ You will also have seen by those grants that 
the same rights are secured on the same confitions 
to your heirs for ever. - 


“Let this security be an encouragement to yon 
to spend your care and time and money upon the 


-soprovement of veur possessions.

“« As the Government has‘baen generous to yor, 
so do you be generous to all those who hold under 
you down to the humblest tiller of the soil. Aid 
thom by advances of money and by other in- 
dulgences to increase the productiveness of >the 
land, and set them an example of order , and 
obedience to your Rulers. | 

“ Let the same security in your possessions en- 
eourage you te bring up your sons in a manner 
befitting the positiey which they will hereafter 
occupy as the Chiéfs of Oudh. Learn yourselver, 
and tench thom to look tothe Government ds 
& Father, 

“ Talookdars ; I trust that there are none 
amongst you who are so infatuated as to believe 
that the Government has had designs against 
your religion. Eyen if there be any such I will not 
condescend to repeat the assurances which they 
have already received on this head. I leave it to 
time and experience and their ojwn senses to 
dispel their perverse suspicions. Bat for their own 
sakes J warn them not to be led into acts of 
opposition or distrust towards the Government by 
the false tales of designing men. 

“Lastly, Talookdars, whenever in any matter 
you have doubts to be resolved or wishes to make 
known, address yourselves to the Chief Com, 
missioner. a: 

He will tell you the truth in al! things. He is 
the high and trusted Representative of the 
Government in Oudh, and depend upon it, he will 
be your best adviser and your truest friend. 

“T wish that [ could speak to you in your own 
language. That which I have said will now be 
interpreted to you, and I enjoin you to bear it in 
your memories.” 





This address, translated into Hindoostani, wae 
then read by the Secretary to the Government of 
India, in the Foreign Department, and, after the 
usual distribution of Atar and Pfp, the Viceroy 
left. the seat under a Royal Salute, and the assem- 
bly broke up.

4. The total amount of claims for loss during the Indian Mutiny, in support of 
whioh, so far as can bo ascertained from the papers forwarded by you, primd facie 
evidence has been laid before the Commissioners, is Ra. 
claims amounting to Rs. 82,67,783 are doubtful or require tho production of f urther 
evidence. Of the former amount the sum of Rs. 9,256,493 represents the value of 
Plate, Jewellery, &c. Tho claims of Fnaurance Companies on account of loss of lives 
assured by them amount to Rs. 4,13,821 independently of the further claims on the 
same account which were forwarded with your letter No. 59. 

5. After full consideration of the subject, Her Majesty’s Government are of opinion 
that in granting Compensation a distinstion should be made between lossea on Build. 
ings, Factories or Crops; and losses of Cash, Jewels and Articles of personalty. 
They have accordingly determined, that in regard to the former, when the amount of 
“the admitted loss shall not eseced Rs. 2,000, Compensation tg the extent of one-half 
shall be awarded, and in cases where the admitted loss shall exceed Rs. 2,000, 
Compensation shall be awarded to the extent of Rs 1,000, and one-third of the sum 
by whieh the less shall excead Rs. 8,000. In rezard to Cash, Jewels and Articles of 
personalty, they consider it proper to Limit) the Compensation to one-third of the 
adinitted loss, in no one ease eranting a larger amount than Rs. 6,COO. 

6 It remains to decide in what way the amount. required to meet the claims 
ghall be provided, and when and in what form it shall be disbursed, 

7. Ver Majesty's Government agree with vour Lordship that it would not be 
advisable that fines should be imposed on the rebellivus Distrie{s for the purpose of 
providing the necessary funds for this object, . 

8. Inthe present condition of the Finances of Tndia, any additional charge upon 
the Revenues is necessarily most inconvenient, and Her Majesty's Government aro 
ef opinion that the amount to he granted must be limited by that consideration.
